MEMORANDUM FOR THE INTELLIGENCE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

SUBJECT: Amendments to NSCID No. 1 (IAC-D-105/1, Draft, 

23 May 1957) ! 

On 4 June the IAC tentatively approved the draft revision of 
NSCID No. 1, as amended (IAC-M-292, item 3). The attached 
pages 3, 4 and 7 incorporate all of the amendments to IAC-D-105/1, 
made by the IAC at that time. Subsequent to the 4 June IAC meeting, 
however, a suggestion was received that the word *’ requirements** 
in line 3 of page 9 be changed to "interests. " For purposes of ad- 
ministrative convenience the Secretary was asked to circulate a new 
page reflecting this proposed revision along with the pages containing 
those amendments which were tentatively approved by the IAC. 

Please substitute the attached pages 3, 4, 7 and 9 for the corresponding 
pages in the draft IAC-D-105/1, dated 23 May 1957.

of Central Intelligence. Such directives, when applicable, will 
be implemented within the departments and agencies of the 
Government. 

4. The Director of Central Intelligence shall act for 
the National Security Council to insure full and proper imple- 
mentation of Council Directives by issuing such supplementary 
Director of Central Intelligence Directives as may be required. 
Such implementing directives in which the Intelligence Advisory 
Committee concurs unanimously shall be issued by the Director 
of Central Intelligence, and shall be implemented within the 
departments and agencies as provided in paragraph 3. Where 
disagreement arises between the Director of Central Intelli- 
gence and one or more members of the Intelligence Advisory 
Committee over such directives, the proposed directive, 
together with statements of non-concurrence, shall be forwarded 
to the National Security Council as provided in paragraph 2. 

5. National intelligence is all intelligence which is 
required for the formulation of national security policy, 
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concerns more than one department or agency, and transcends 
the exclusive competence of a single department or agency. The 
Director of Central Intelligence shall produce national intelligence 
and disseminate it to the President, members of the National 
Security Council, members of the Intelligence Advisory Committee 
and, subject to existing statutes, to such other components of the 
Government as the National Security Council may from time to time 
designate or the Intelligence Advisory Committee may recommend. 
Intelligence so produced shall have the concurrence of the members 
of the Intelligence Advisory Committee or shall carry a statement 
of substantially differing opinion. 

6. Departmental intelligence is all intelligence which any 
department or agency requires to execute its own mission. De- 
partmental intelligence may be disseminated in accordance with 
existing statutes and Presidential policy including that reflected 
in international agreements. 

7» Insofar as practicable, in the fulfillment of their 
respective responsibilities for the production of intelligence, 
the Central Intelligence Agency and the several Departments 

*By "produce** is meant "to correlate and evaluate intelligence 
relating to the national security" as provided in the National 
Security Act of 1947, as amended, section 102 (d) (3). 
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intelligence, intelligence information, and other information 
which has utility for intelligence purposes as may be re- 
quested by the Director of Central Intelligence, or by one of 
the other Departments or Agencies. 

12. In view of his statutory responsibility for protecting 
intelligence sources and methods from unauthorized disclosure, 
the Director of Central Intelligence shall, in consultation with 
the intelligence components of the Departments and Agencies 
and the Intelligence Advisory Committee, insure the develop- 
ment of policies, procedures, and practices for such protection 
and for the observance thereof except where provision has 
already been made by the National Security Council or statute. 

13. In view of the fact that under certain circumstances 
publicity relating to intelligence activities may be harmful, 
all member agencies of the Intelligence Advisory Committee 
shall establish appropriate policies and procedures with regard 
to such publicity. The head of each Department or Agency shall 
establish appropriate policies and procedures to prevent the 
unauthorized disclosure from within his agency of intelligence 
information or activity. 
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be required in the interests of the Intelligence Community for 
reasons of economy, efficiency, or operational necessity. 
Primary departmental interests shall be recognized and 
shall receive the cooperation and support of the Central 
Intelligence Agency , 
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
